Council Changes 
Activities Points; 
Adds Job Hours . 

• THE STUDENT POINT System, 
■tarted last year, recently was re- 
vised and brought up to date by a 
special c«nmittee appointed by 
the Student Council. 

Under this system, points are 
designated for campus Jobs, and 
there is a limit to the number of 
points that a student can accum- 
ulate. 

The purpose of the Point Sys- 
tem \ is to ensure that campus Jobs 
are caried out effectively in that 
no student will be overburdened 
with so many campus positions 
that he doesn’t have sufficient 
time to perform them. 

Many revisions and additions 
were made by the committee. To 
begin with It added a five-point ) 
class to the classification to go 
along with the eight, three, two 
and yOhe point divisions. The com- 
mittee felt that there was too big 
a break between the eight and 
three point classes, and some 
three-point Jobs required more 
work tljan others in thAt class. 

Then the committed went 
through the entire listing of the 
campus positions, and, where it 
was necessary, raised or lpwered 
the amount^of points that was 
alloted for each position. 

Also, the committee added neto 
positions that weren't Included in 
the first report. The most notable 
one was Mortdr Board President 
. whjch was put in the five-poipt 
category. Another addition was 
. outside employment which was 
given one point for every 10 hours 
of work. Participation on varsity 
athletic teams was also included. 

Since many Jobs had their points 
raised, new positions were includ- 
ed and outside employment was 
being alloted points, the commit- 
tee raised the number of points 
that a student can carry from 
eight to 10. 

To enforce the Point System, 
the committee appointed certain 
Student Council members who 
would check to see that no stu- 
dent is violating the system. If a 
student IS found to be carrying 
more than 10 points, he must re- 
sign a campus position, or a two- 
thirds vote of the council mem- 
bers present must approve his 
petition.
